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Information for Intending Purchasers 


The Order Blank accompanying this catalogue is for the convenience of customers and we will appreciate their using it, 
as it will facilitate the filling of their orders. 


Always Give Full Address.—This is important: write your name plainly, your post-office, county and state. 

Shipping Instructions.—Give your nearest express office and railway station, or stage route, and the name of the trans- 
portation company. 

Write distinctly how you wish us to ship—by freight or express’ also designate the route, otherwise we use our own discretion 


in forwarding. 


Export Orders.—Orders for export to Old Mexico, the Hawaiian Islands, Cuba and South American points should give, in 
addition to the above, the steamship routes by which their orders are to be shipped 


No accurate data can be given as to freight charges on orders for export, but charges must be prepaid. With all export orders 
we require full amount of cash and in addition thereto at least as much as one-half of the amount of the order to cover trans- 
portation charges; otherwise we will reduce the order so that the remittance will pay for the order and transportation charges. 
Any amount remitted and not used will be returned later. 

Accounts.—Orders from unknown correspondents must be accompanied by a remittance or satisfactory reference. 

Orders to be sent by express, C. O. D., will be filled, provided one-half of the amount is sent with the order. 


Remittances.—Send post-office money order, registered letter, express order, bank draft, or check. All orders from foreign 
countries to be accompanied by draft or international money order payable in U.S. gold. 


Substitution.—Please state whether substitution will be permitted, as we feel at liberty when no instructions accompany 
the order to use other varieties as nearly similar as possible. 


It very often happens on orders of small assorted varieties, for a home orchard, that it is necessary to make substitutions. 
On orders for commercial planting, substitutions are never made without first obtaining consent of customer. 


Methods of Packing.—The method of packing a shipment of trees or plants is the basis on which freight charges are made. 
Nursery stock in bales completely covered with tule or burlap takes a first-class rate: in erates, second-class’ in cases completely 
boxed the third-class rate applies. 

We have made a very close study of traffic conditions, and our knowledge is used to secure in all cases the very lowest freight 
rates for the benefit of our customers. 


We cannot hold ourselves responsible for any loss or injury to trees or plants after they have been carefully packed and shipped, 
_ but we will do everything in our power, if any loss should occur, for the protection and recovery of our customer’s property. 


Packing Charges.—We charge for the same only to cover the cost of material. Cartage to the railway or express office 
free of charge. 


Parcel Post.—Within a radius of 150 miles from Fresno, orders not exceeding fifty pounds in weight and outside of this zone 
in the United ‘states or any of its possessions, packages not exceeding twenty pounds may be forwarded by parcel post. Stock 
forwarded in this manner is charged for at single rates and the postage is extra. Our customers will kindly bear this in mind in 
making remittances. 

It is not practical to send anything but the light grade trees, shrubs and plants in this manner and in many instances these 
must be cut back severely to come under the dimension regulations. 


In California the requirements to forward to district inspection points for examination by the Horticultural Commissioner 
before it reaches destination, in many cases adds to the cost on account of the charges which accrue for re-forwarding and possible 
damage to the stoek due to the lack of facilities for re-packing properly. Except to points at a distance from the railroad we 
strongly advise the forwarding of shipments by freight or express. 


Errors.—If any mistakes are made in filling orders, we will cheerfully rectify the same, but must respectfully request our 
customers to notify us at once, or, at the most, within ten days after receipt of the goods. 


Selecting Varieties.—The difficulty of selecting varieties is a problem which no doubt confronts many of our customers, and 
in order to assist them in this we have placed an asterisk (*) opposite the names of such sorts which rank high in the planting of 
commercial orchards. 


Prices subject to change without notice. 


QUANTITY ORDERS.—Articles mentioned in this catalogue will be furnished as rollows: 5 of a variety at the 
10 rate, 50 at the 100 rate, 300 eat the 1000 rate. To illustrate: one each of Baldwin, Delicious, Gravenstein, Lawyer, 
Red Astrachan, making five in all, would entitle the purchaser to the 10 rate on apples. If an order called for five 
varieties of apples, as mentioned above, 1 Muir Peach, 1 French Prune, 1 Royal Apricot, 1 Bartlett Pear, 1 Washington 
Navel Orange, the 10 rate would apply on the apples, but the ‘‘each’’ rate on the assorted trees. Purchasers will please 
bear in mind that the quantity rates apply only where multiples of the same variety of tree is ordered and not on 
assortments. As an extreme case, 300 apples, one of each variety, would entitle the purchaser to the 1000 rate just 
the same as if the order consisted of 10 varieties of 50 trees each: if, however, 100 apples, 100 peaches, 100 pears were 
ordered, the 100 rate would apply on each item. 


GUARANTEE.—The Fancher Creek Nurseries will exercise care to have all stock true to name; nevertheless it is 
understood and agreed that should any stock prove untrue to name, the Fancher Creek Nurseries shall be liable 
only for the sum paid for the stock which may prove untrue, and shall not be liable in any greater amount.

TO THOSE WHO PLANT: 


In this day of progress business is being divided up into two classes. In one the patron pays 
for the service rendered and the transaction, as far as the performance and acceptance, is com- 
pleted without any further exactions from either of the parties concerned. In the other class 
of business there is an aftermath, or to be mors to the point, a reckoning which either redounds 
to the credit of the men or firm who receives the custemer’s money for the merchandise deliv- 
ered, or on the other hand, the merchant may be branded as indifferent to the rights of his 
client, ready to take his money, congratulating himself if he succeeds in getting by without 
his customer discovering that he has been a victim of sharp practice. 

In most lines of business where deception has been practiced on a customer, it is only a 
question of a very short time when he learns of the sharp practice. It is in this one respect 
that the nursery business differs from practically all other lines. To have nursery stock ‘‘True 
To Name”’ is what every nurseryman aspires to, as being the pivotal point in his business. He 
can not afford, however, to consider that his duties are completed even after having fulfilled 
this part of his obligation; for there are a number of other considerations. Among these may 
be mentioned the securing of buds, cuttings, scions from trees which are not only thrifty but 
which are recognized for producing fruit of the very best quality; to have the trees, as far as 
conditions will permit, free from disease and insect pests; to grow trees in such localities and in 
soil where trees of the very best quality will be produced; tc deliver to his customers only such 
stock as he would be willing to plant himself, and to pack the same in such a manner as will 
insure the arrival of the stock in the very best of condition. His obligation does not end even 
then, for there is still a greater duty to the customer, and that is to be in the position to render 
a definite service in advising him what to plant. 

It may not always be possible for the Fancher Creek Nurseries to fulfill all of the ideals which 
I have presented, but it is safe for me to say that in the development of this business, with 
which I have been connected from my boyhood days, and with the experience I have had in the 
building up of orchard and vineyard properties, I am thoroughly equipped not only to give 
advice to my customers which will be of value to them, but to direct their efforts along lines 
which will lead them, if they adopt mcdern methcds of culture to that success which they wish 
to achieve.

Double X French Prune 


This is a genuine bud sport of the French Prune, tak- 
ing its origin in the famous Saratoga prune district on 
the I’. B. Smith place in Santa Clara County, Calif. 

Of all the new varietics of French Prunes originated 
in recent years, this one gives promise of becoming a 
standard. It is only after careful observation of several 
orchards in this district, ranging in age from five to seven 
years, that we concluded to offer it for sale. The trees 
are remarkably strong growers, exceeding any other va- 
riety of prune. The bearing qualities of the trees have 
been fully demonstrated and the trees bear equally as 
well as the common French Prune. 

This is the same Prune which has been on the market 
for a few years under the name 14-18. Suggestion has 
been made to call it the Saratoga but as this name 
would not have characterized its distinctiveness, there- 
fore we concluded to designate it as the DOUBLE X 
FRENCH PRUNE, a significant name characterizing 
its many superior qualities. 

In the Fall of 1919, dried sample of the French, Impe- 
rial, Sugar and this prune were taken from the Saratoga 
district and forwarded to the University of California 
for analysis. DOUBLE X FRENCH PRUNE analyzed 
higher in sugar content and had a greater percentage 
of flesh as compared with the pit than any of the other 
varieties under investigation. The prune dries readily, 
so there is no difficulty on this score. In the nursery 
this prune outgrows all other prune trees. The Im- 
proved French Prune, which we have been offering for 
a number of years has become recognized by the prune 
growers aghaving all the merits which we claimed for it. 

DOUBLE X FRENCH PRUNE is another forward 
step, marking a new era for larger sizes in the French

IMPROVED FRENCH PRUNE 


Several years ago, Mr. J. R. Chadbourne, a prominent 
orchardist of Suisun, Solano County, California, called 
our attention to an orchard of French Prunes in that dis- 
trict in which there were a number of trees bearing large 
sizes of fruits. After careful investigation, we found this 
to be the case and immediately secured the buds from 
the best trees for propagation in our nursery. 

The Improved French Prune is almost identical with 
the common variety except that the trees have a weep- 
ing habit and have larger foliage. The fruits will aver- 
age 40s to 50s from year to year. It dries just as well as 
the small French Prune. 

Mr. Chadbourne, in speaking of the prune, says: “‘I 
can frankly state that it is fully entitled to the name ‘Im- 
proved French Prune,’ and I would recommend as a 
fruit grower that purchasers should give preference to 
this variety, due to its many superior qualities.”

Ornamental Department 


No country in the world offers better natural advantages for the grower of ornamental trees and 
shrubs than California. With a variety of climates embraced in a limited area from the torrid heat 
of the Colorado Desert to the balmy and equable climate of the southern coast counties, thence 
extending to the far northern counties, with their abundant supply of rairfall during the winter 
months, and where the temperature never goes above 70 degrees F’., conditions prevail in which nearly 
every variety of tree or plant from the temperate, subtropical and tropical zones finds surroundings 
and soils conducive to successful culture. 

California people are lovers of trees and are becoming impressed with the advantages which 
nature has bestowed upon them so bountifully, hence there is a steady and increasing demand for 
the very best that can be obtained in ornamental stock. 

All varieties of deciduous trees should be planted in the dormant season from January to April, 
just as soon as sufficient rain has fallen to soften up the ground so that large enough holes can be dug 
to receive the roots readily. Evergreens transplant best from February to May, and in localities 
where there are no great extremes of heat during the summer months, planting may be done as late 
as June. Palms can be safely transplanted from September until June of the following year, but to 
successfully grow them during the winter months, they should never be dug fresh out of the ground 
from December to February, as they are dormant at that season of the year and will invariably “go 
back.”’ For customers who desire an assorted order including palms, shipped in the winter months, 
we dig them in the fall of the year and store them in our palm house. By handling them in this 
manner they can be safely transplanted during the months of inactivity. 


DIGGING HOLES 


In preparing the hole for planting, the hole should be made SQUARE and much larger than the 
root system of the plant. Take out the soil to at least a foot deeper than necessary to accommodate 
the roots. Partially fill in the hole with good soil and firm well to a height necessary to accommodate 
the plant, taking care that plant will rest at the same height that it stood in the nursery row. 

Tn filling in the hole around a balled tree, do not tramp on top of the ball, as this will break it, 
dislodge the fibrous roots and in many instances cause the plant to die. After the hole in which the 
balled tree is planted is partially filled, cut the cord at the top of ball and turn down the burlap so 
that it will be completely buried when the remainder of the hole is filled in. Do not entirely remove 
the burlap from the ball, it will soon rot. > 


DECIDUOUS TREES AND SHRUBS 


The tops of deciduous trees and shrubs should be pruned in proportion to the amount of roots 
lost in transplanting. Their natural shape should be preserved as much as possible. The depth of 
the hole should permit the neck of the plant to be as near the surface of the ground as it was originally. 
Firm soil well around the roots and water thoroughly. Do not put manure among the roots when 
planting. A good mulch of manure or straw on top of ground around the plant will be beneficial. 

All broken or bruised roots should be cut back with a sharp knife to good sound wood. In plant- 
ing deciduous trees and shrubs with bare roots, the hole should be large enough to allow all the roots 
to be spread out to their full length and in their natural position. 

In nearly all cases it is advisable.and in hot districts it is of utmost importance to give the trunk 
of the tree some protection to guard against sunburn. A good method is to whitewash the trunk from 
the top of the ground to the first branches and wrap loosely with burlap. Where sunburn occurs, it is 
an invitation for borers to enter the trees. 

Most trees should be firmly staked when planted, as this will prevent heavy winds from loosening 
them and insures a straight growth. This is a very important precaution with both deciduous and 
evergreen trees and is too often neglected. In fastening the tree to the stake, take pains to do it so 
the tree will not be chafed or choked by the rope. 

Proper planting, while of the very greatest importance, is really only a good start in the right 
direction. ‘Trees may live if neglected, but they will come very far from attaining perfection. Never 
let them get dry the first summer. When you water the ground around them, see that it is thoroughly 
soaked. This is vastly better than giving them a little water continually. The tops will appreciate 
almost daily spraying on hot days in early morning and evening hours during the driest weather. 
Keep the ground around your plants and trees thoroughly loose and preferably mulched as well. Good 
stock properly planted and cared for will more than repay all expenditure of time and money. 
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Conifers 


This division embraces the most beautiful evergreen trees suitable for the Pacific Coast. When planted as 
specimens, most of them require no pruning, in fact would be injured by it. The lower limbs must be allowed to 
remain; to remove them is to destroy the beauty of nearly any conifer. If any particular situation makes a bare 
trunk imperative, it is better to plant some other kind of a tree.

Deciduous Ornamental Trees 


This division is self-explained by the title, except that trees of drooping or ‘‘weeping”’ habit are classed together 
in the next section. 

The best street trees for this part of California are included in this division. Evergreens are used in Southern 
California, but in Northern California deciduous trees are better, as they afford needed shade during the summer, 
but admit sunshine in winter, which helps to dry the mud after rains. 

In this class will also be found some of the most beautiful specimen trees, others valued for their wealth of 
blossoms and some “‘general purpose’’ trees. 

All have been carefully grown, and such as needed it pruned each year. It is advisable, however, when plant- 
ing, to cut back pretty well all but a few kinds. This helps the tree to become established and lessens the risk of 
loss. It is easy to cut back too little, but hard to overdo it. 

In the hot interior valleys it is advisable to shade the trunks of this class of trees until they become well 
established. 

Trees where the diameter measurement and height are given are specimens. We dig such trees with an ample 
root system and where it is desirable to secure an immediate effect we recommend planting them in preference to 
the smaller trees. In order to convey some idea of their size we indicate the height as well as the diameter meas- 
urement which is taken six inches above the ground.
